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FM FREE RADIO IN BRISTOL 

1986 - 1993 b y Terry Slarr 


103.50 FM 

Broadcast between September 1986 and 
January 1909, usually on Sunday evenings 
but also on Saturday mornings from time to 
lime as well. Believed to have been 
operated by students. 

B.A.D. RADIO (Bristol’s Amalgamated 
Deejays). 

Inilially the creation of the Soul Twins 
Sound System. Transmitting on Sunday 
evenings during the summer of 1907 from 
the St. Werberghs area ol the city, B.A.D. 
was Bristol’s first proper West Indian / Black 
music pirate, helping to inspire others 
including F.T.P. and also achieving things in 
their own right. This was the first station to 
go 24 hours a day, in the spring of 1980 
and following the announcement of the 
'amnesty’ for pirate operators wanting a 
licence in December 1988, this was the 
stalion which carried on regardless, 
becoming the city’s only black pirate. Still 
recalled with affection amongst the local 
black fraternity, the station was finally 
silenced in a D.T.I. raid on March 1st 1989. 

F.T.P. Radio (For The People) 

Soulful D and Master C, dissatisfied 
deejays at B.A.D. Radio, launched F.T.P. 
on February 7th 1908. Everything ran off a 
single electrical socket: "We were a joke .. 

. something to be toyed with by B.A.D. 
Radio,” Master Clatrer told Ihe magazine 
Venue. Nevertheless, it was not long 
before F.T.P., with its dedicated 7 day a 
week output and commitment to the 
community, became Bristol’s most 
successful Free Radio station ever, 
claiming more than 40,000 regular listeners 
within six months of first coming on air. At 
the height of its popularity, F.T.P. pulled the 
plug to apply for an I.B.A incremental 
franchise. And it all went horribly wrong. 
Saddled with debts, the revived F.T.P., 
which hit Ihe air in April 1990, abandoned 


its music policy for an increasingly watered- 
down format, undermining its credibility 
further. Laughed off at this stage by many 
as being Radio Fooled the People or For 
the Money, the station was taken over by 
the Chiltern Radio group in December 1990 
and became the pappy Galaxy Radio in the 
following month. 

EMERGENCY RADIO 

Only ever broadcasting on Sunday 
afternoons, Emergency offered an 
’alternative’ Black music format, with 
helpings of African traditional music, roots 
reggae and other styles not readily catered 
for on the existing pirates. At the end of 
1988, it looked like they would be carrying 
on into the New Year but in the event they 
vanished in the small hours of Boxing Day 
1988 and were never heard from again. 

S.Y.T. Radio (Savage Yet Tender) 

"... the station where you can call the Duke 
of Beauforl a P“ing a***ho!e . . .’’ S.Y.T. 
was truly an enigmatic pirate, dismissing 
the efforts of the community pirates 
attempts at legality and yet also keeping far 
removed from the hobby Free Radio scene. 

One of the station’s key players, Pete 
Tender, was a confirmed revolutionary 
Marxist and then, even the station's musical 
output was radical, featuring industrial, 
indie, hardcore and speedcore metal, 
thrash, punk, new wave, and . . .er, rock n’ 
roll. From September 1988 to its first 
disappearance in August 1989, Ihe station 
operated on tape and operated on an open 
access broadcasting policy. During its 
'second wave’ of activity, from March 1991 
through to the beginning of 1992, it was live 
and even managed to survive an 
unauthorised raid by police based at 
Redland police station, in early December 
1991. The reason for the station’s final 
closedown in the following month may have 
may been a'full scale'D.T.I. raid. )► 
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R. A.W. Ra^lo (Rough and Wicked) 

When they first emerged out of Ihe ether on 
November 5th 1908, this station, an 
‘overspill* for F.T.P. deejays, was initially 
called Superfresh FlvL They lasted little 
more than a month or so,.suffering firstly a 
raid in early December which took them off 
the air until Christmas Eve, and then closing 
down completely to make a licence 
application just one week later - tha same 
night that F.T.P. shut up shcp for Ihe same 
reason. Almost exactly four years faler, 
however, at Christmas 1992 u R.A.W. 
resurfaced, this time for a much longer spell 
of breadcasting. Indeed, at times thsy have 
been the city’s only Slack music pirate 
station. Exactly what relationship the two 
incarnations of R. A.W. Raoio have to each 
other does, however, remain unknown. 

Stack FM 

S. Y.T. had been using ihe slogan. the 
only one lei!..untii Black FM hit the 
airwaves in July 1989, defining ItsaJ as 
being ".. .NOT a community raoio station 
but a privately owned music enterprise 
which likes to help out in the community . . 

.” Overcoming interference difficulties from 
B.B.C. Radio One’s 97.90 Midland 
transmitter,which came on-line at Christmas 
1969, the station survived the new decade 
until, in early September, they decided to 
comply with a police request that they close 
down for the time being. Three months 
later, on the eve of the implementation of 
the Broadcasting Act, the station returned 
with a fortnight or so of transmissions, 
requesting that listeners should telephone 
in their responses to the station’s 
comeback. Either those respons&s were 
not entirely positive or else, facing the 
uncertainties of new legislation, the station’s 
operators joined many others in puTng the 
plug just before the New Year. 

S.iP.E.C. tTadia (St. Pauls and Easton 
Community Radio) 

In many ways, the antithesis of Slack FM, 
S.P.E.C. began broadcasting on Saturday 


December 9th 1989 and indeed, fulfiled 
some cf the implications of its name by 
producing a number of discussions and 
even live on-air phone-ins cf direct 
relevance to Bristol’s West Indian and Asian 
communities, as well as music 
programmes. Busted twice in the space o? 
five days shortly after Black FM’s 
September closure, the station went on to 
brave the 1990 Act and eventually went off 
the air in search of a licence at the end ol 
1991. Ironically after having built up much 
ci their audience and even some of the 
members of their staff from the 
disappointment, the legal F.T.P. turned ou! 
to be for the Black community. 

T.N.T. Radio 

Broadcasting only a handful of times at tha 
beginning of 1990, T.N.T. were the last of 
the non-ethnic pirates in Bristol for mors 
.han a year, and, with a format of oldies and 
pop records, were firmly in the mould of 
nobby Free Radio stations. 

Inner City Radio 

They did not last long either. I’ve never 
known an FM pirate, who, of course, 
normally adopt regular slots, change 
frequency quite as many times in so short a 
period as Inner City Radio: up and down the 
band batween 100 and 106.25, they were 
on air, in all, for little more than two months 
during the summer of 1990. 

flagnu/c Radio 

in many ways like Black FM, Magnum, 
which initially called itself Sophisticated 
Local Radio (S.L.R.), focussed or> music 
programming from the moment it emerged 
in mid-October 1990. However, unlike 
Black FM, the station tended to operate 
unreliably: days, weeks, even whole months 
were skipped by the station be'ore, 
alongside S.P.E.C.. they went off the air in 
December 1991 to seek legality. They were 
back little more than a year later and 
proceeced to remain on the air through until 
the summer of 1993. 
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F.P.R. (Fishponds Pirate Radio) 

The original “transmitter under the bed” 
station, F.P.R. Radio was an effective one 
man band, operating with very low power 
but an incredibly ambitious schedule of 
Monday * Friday 1900 - 2300 and 
Saturdays / Sundays 1200 - 2300. It is 
hardly surprising that the station had 
disappeared by July 1991, after little more 
than three months on the air. They made 
an abortive return in May 1992 and may 
have been responsible for the 
transmissions resplendent with F.T.P. 
jingles in August 1993 but nothing proper 
has really been heard from this station. 

Demystified Radio 

Actually, "Demystified” was more of a 
slogan than an actual station name but the 
station itself, operating on 101.70 MHz 
between August 1991 and January 1992 
did not seem to be interested in names. 
Perhaps an offshoot from S.Y.T. Radio (the 
station once carried an interview with S.Y.T. 
presenters and apparently had some 
contact with the S.Y.T. crew), they 
transmitted a good nine hours or so of 
bizarre radio every Sunday from around 
1200, featuring cut-ups from news 
broadcasts, weird "audio-colleges”, 
noises.and anarchist discussions. They 
vanished at the same time as S.Y.T. Radio. 

Shag FM 

They were rude, crude, and the transmitter 
drifted. Ironically, the station came from the 
tiny village of Chew Magna, broadcasting to 
the area south of the city, but putting in a 
fair signal to certain parts of the city itself. 
On and off between September 1991 and 
June 1992, in all clocking up only a handful 
of transmissions. 


incorporating regular news updates and 
local travel details, for example, and 
employing professional-sounding 
presenters. This was another very short 
lived Free Radio operation and S.O.S. had 
disappeared from air by March 1992. 

Dakar Radio 

Bristol's Asian compiunily had been served 
by programmes on the otherwise largely 
West Indian operations as early as 1980 but 
Bakar Radio represented the first all Asian 
pirate in the city, initially coming on air in 
early April 1992. On and off, the station has 
survived to the present day, playing a 
regular mix of traditional and contemporary 
Asian music in several languages, including 
English. 

W.L.S. Radio 

Possibly the most short-lived of them all, 
their programmes of soul, hip-hop and 
reggae music, apparently on tape, could be 
heard for only a fortnight during May 1992, 
around the time of F.P.R.’s very brief return. 

N.B.S. Radio (No Bullshit) 

They had an excellent transmitting signal 
and stereo capability, the first stereo pirate 
in Bristol since the end of S.Y.T. and 
Demystified in January 1992. So why 
exactly they went on the air on the same 
frequency as the legal G.W.R.’s Swindon 
transmitter on 102.20 FM, which denied 
them coverage of substantial parts of the 
city, remains something of a mystery. May 
have had links with the remnants of the 
S.Y.T. organisation. Unfortunately, they 
were never to follow their forerunner’s 
longevity and No Bullshit was no more after 
• only a few transmissions in the spring of 
1993. 


S.O.S. Radio (Shades of Soul) 

In the wake of Magnum and S.P.E.C.’s 
closures at the end of 1991, S.O.S. 
attempted a much slicker, professional 
sound than had ever been used by any of 
the Black music pirates previously, 


Power FM 

This became the first Black music 
orientated station operating with a stereo 
signal regularly since F.T.P.’s demise as a 
pirate around five years previosuly, in 
December 1988. ■

PART FOUR 


LAST time, I mentioned the 150 watt 
transmitter which finally disappeared in 
mysterious circumstances. But 150 watts 
was peanuts compared with Stuart s latest 
idea. We were sat making fools of 
ourselves in Tommy Ducks one nigh! 
when Stuart said to me "Do you thmk we 
could make a really big medium wave 
transmitter?" I said, “What, four of five 
hundred watts?”, Already feeling the 
fluttering of butterflies in my stomach. 
‘Bigger than that," he said, “! was thinking 
of a coupfe of kilowatts?" S? you have ever 
seen one of those comedy films where 
someone takes a drink from a g2ass and 
then gets a surprise, you will know what 
happens next. After mopping the table 
dry, i said “*%& A ing can’t we just 

save up and buy one off Marconi or 
someone?" Bui he reckoned it was just a 
matter of getting more of everything; more 
volts - bigger valves equals more RF. 
Easy! Easy for him to say anyway. I 
thought it would be me dicing with death. 
John, who was sat with us said "I think 
you’re being a bit over ambitious Stuart.' 

In the end and after several more pints 
of beer, we compromised. One kilowatt 
was to be the target and I said I would do 
my best. I had already made up my mind 
that 500 watts would do. 

We started collecting the necessary 
parts. After doing some sums and looking 
at the adverts in Practically Witless 
magazine, vve decided that we would 
need: 

2 x 813 RF pentodes, big 
1 x 6146 pentode, biggish 

1 x 5763 pentode, small 

2 x 811 triodes, serious 

2 x wide spaced tuning caps 
Several mains transformers, 
including ore which would deliver 
2 kilovolts or more at up to half an 
amp. 


These were just the main items but many 
others were also required. 

One weekend we went shopping for the 
two thousand volt mains transformer and 
we spotted what we wanted at a well 
known amateur radio shop in 
Levenshulme. It was plonked on a table 
right at the back of a shop and we made a 
beeline for it. Sure enough, the secondary 
winding was labelled 2.2 kV/0.7 AMP. Just 
the jobl It was enormous, about twelve 
inches square and Frank could just about 
Sift it. While we were at it, we bought 
sixteen diodes for the high voltage rectifier 
and a box of ten 350 volt electrolytics 
which would be strung in series to stand 
the voltage. 

The two 813s and the 811 A triodes 
v/ere mail ordered and arrived in just a lew 
days. 1? you have never seen an 813, ycu 
have missed a treat. About eight inches 
high and two and a half inches in 
diameter, they have a mean looking 
anode assembly which can turn out the 
RF power at such a phenomenal rate that 
even the most modern transistors look like 
kid’s stu*f by comparison. 

Assuming that we would have about 
800 watts DC input to the PA, something 
of the order of 400 watts of audio would 
be needed to fully modulate the earner. 
This would be possible using the two 811 
A triodes but where to get a modulation 
transformer could have been a problem 
Manchester transformer specialist, 
Magtor, however, saw no difficulties. To 
cater for our specifications would cost Cl8 
which was fair enough and while waiting 
tor the transformer to arrive, I cracked or, 
with the other bits. Crystal control had 
been decided upon as the plan was to 
reach Europe under night-time conditions 
and we did not want to cause any 
hetrodynes. 
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This is when we hi! the first problem. 
None of the crystal firms we approached 
wanted to make a 1367 kHz crystal for us. 
After much thought we therefore go! one 
at twice the frequency and used an old 
idea to divide it down. (Yes, I know we 
could have used a TTL divider chip but 
only Pete knew how to use the darn things 
and he was so bloody clever that he was 
away at university). 

Our method is called 'injection locking' 
and works like this . . . 

. . . Make two oscillators, one running at 
the crystal frequency which is twice what 
we want, the other running at the wanted 
frequency of 1367 kHz. Now 'inject' a 
small amount of the crystal oscillator’s 
output into the VFO. Bingo! The VFO 
locks onto alternate cycles and produces 
1367 kHz with rock solid stability. 
Problem solved. This part of the box to 
shield it from the monumental amount of 
RF that would be floating around the 
finished transmitter. Sat on top of the box 
was an ECC82 valve, to get enough 
voltage swing to drive the following 5763 
pentode to about five watts. This then 
drove the next stage, a 6146, to around 40 
watts. At this point, I could not contain 
myself any longer. The big supply was 
hastily lashed up and wires were soldered 
onto the pins of the two 813s. But I had 
worked myself into such a frenzy that I did 
not dare turn it on. 

There was a knock at the door and it 
was John and Frank come to see how 
things were progressing. They were 
amazed to see this dangerous lash up 
covering half the floor! I explained that I 
had lost my nerve and Frank suggested 
that we turned it on from a safe distance, 
using a broom handle to click the switch 
which was mounted on the transformer. 
Broom handle held at its fullest extent, we 
did a space-shot style countdown, 3-2-1 
CLICK!! There was a thud from the 
enormous transformer and then the 
lashed together circuitry began leaping 


and writhing across the floor, spitting 
flames and belching smoke as it went. 
Shielding my eyes from the sparks, I 
managed to knock the switch to the off 
position but the contacts must have 
welded. The only way to stop this 
monster was to unplug at the wall. But by 
careful lack of forethought, the 
transformer was directly in front of the 
socket! Finally, the plug was yanked out 
of the wall and peace returned to the 
room. Frank said something about it being 
the most expensive firework he had ever 
seen while me and John muttered words 
that had better not appear in print! All the 
HT wiring was charred and a few of the 
rectifiers had passed away but still, we set 
about re-wiring and repair. The next day, I 
was ready for another try. This time, 
safety was uppermost in my mind and I 
checked everything several times. The 
lower voltage supplies were turned on first 
and a quick light bulb test showed plenty 
of drive to the 813s. Two 150 watt light 
bulbs were hung across the tuning unit as 
a load and these were to light brightly if 
the expected amount of RF emerged from 
the PA. 

OK ... on with the 2500 volts. There 
was the usual thud from the transformer 
followed by a heart-stopping pause, 
rather like waiting for a pay and display 
machine to cough up a ticket, then . . . 
WOOOSH! Plenty of RF or what? Both 
lamps lit to more than full brilliance. Stage 
one of the operation was complete! 

When the modulation transformer 
arrived, no time was lost in getting it 
mounted and wired up. Another power 
supply was required for the two 811 As in 
the modulator so more carpet disappeared 
under the ever-expanding mess. Soon it 
was all done and of course it had to be 
tested so using my hi-fi as an audio 
source, modulation was applied. It was 
great. The audio was as smooth as silk, 
right up to 90%. I felt proud. After all, I 
had done most of the work myself and to ^

see and hear it working so well made me 
eel great. I had heard 'high power’ pirate 
transmitters put on the air by other people 
and they always sounded rough but this 
one was truly BBC quality! In its final 
form, it took up three large chassis, one 
holding the RF bit, the second holding the 
PI tank unit and the last holding the power 
supply. 

After a period of 'soak’ testing, it was 
vime to put the new transmitter to work. 
We found an empty house in (surprise) 
Wilmslow but this time we did not have to 
force any doors cr anything. The 
conservatory at the rear was wide open. 
Mains power was readily available too. 
There were fields at the back, dotted with 
trees suitable for aerial supports so the far 
and of the wire was attached to the tallest 
one and the other end dangled from the 
attic window. Both ends were insulated 
with lengths of string to stop any nastiness 
breaking out. Then we carried in the 
transmitter and ail the time ! was 
expecting the police to arrive. We must 
have locked very suspicious, a group of 
hippy types creeping around an empty 
house in such a well to do area. 

Everything was set up ready for an 8 
o’clock start, then we nade ourselves 
scarce. Stuart and myself went oack at 
around 1930 to tune tip and start the tape 
but yours truly had forgotten the RF 
'sniffer' which we used for tuning 
purposes. But Stuart’s infa-red eyes 
came to the rescue - he said he could see 
ine dull red glow of the 613 anodes and by 
tuning for minimum redness, he set the 
tuning cofeetly. I couldn’t see a thing! 
Problem number two came when we 
started the first tape because although the 
tape was running, there was no sound. It 
was our old 'riend RF feedback so strong 
that it was completely killing the cassette 
player. Careful positioning of the player 
and its audio lead eventually cured it, 
apart from the odd grunt when going near 
It to change tapes. 


By now we were getting nervous and 
we beat a retreat to a roadside bench 
about half a mile away where we sat and 
Lstened to a very strong signal from 
Aquarius. We were hoping to get letters 
from Europe and we made plans to have 
some impressive QSL cards printed. 

At about 1 o'clock in the morning, the 
tapes ran out so back we went to turn 
everything off. 

There wasn’t a lot of mail following the 
broadcast which disappointed us rather 
but one of the letters we got did come 
from a guy called Tim in Didsbury. He 
had been listening to us for quite a while 
and now he wanted in. He lived in a 
rather n ; ce house with his parents who 
were obviously fairly well off. He also 
owned a sports car, an MG or something, 
which we thought might help us make 
speedy getaways. Little did I realise what 
was to come . . .

ONE of the most underrated stations 
throughout Europe is Radio Benelux from 
Germany so here is the story of this 
famous pirate. 

Radio Benelux was founded by four 
Free Radio freaks on the 26th June 1990. 

At exactly 1515 UTC the first test 
transmission was carried out. A telephone 
number was announced during the test 
programme and quite a few calls from 
different parts of Germany reached the 
Radio Benelux studio. The second test 
was carried out one week later but from 
another location. 

The four founders of the station were: 
Andy, Mr. Aktiv, Mr. November (ex Radio 
Universum) and Jens Martin. The 
transmitter which is still in use has the 
power of 20 watts with a half-wave dipole 
antenna. 

At the start of its life, Radio Benelux 
used 7430 kHz or 7480 kHz in the 41 
metre band. The station was active two or 
three times a month on Sundays between 
0900 - 1100 UTC and interestingly on 
Saturday afternoons between 1400 - 1600 
UTC till the end of 1990. All programmes 
were and still are live today! 

The programmes consist of oldies, 
disco and hard rock. They always gained 
a lot of mail for their programmes and 
around 30 letters were received for each 
broadcast and even nowadays, the Radio 
Benelux people receive around 15-20 
letters for one programme. 

In 1991 a few changes were made. 
Firstly, some tests were carried out in the 
48 metre band. Despite these tests being 

successful, Benelux remained on 48 
metres. Because of safety reasons, a few 
studios at different locations were built up

so that for each 
transmission a different 
studio can be used. 

Additionally, a few mobile 
transmissions have been made. 

In 1992, tests were carried out in the 26 
metre band on frequencies like 11390 kHz 
but mainly 11416 kHz, between February 
and November. Again, these tests were 
successful (reports came from Italy, 

Spain, Hungary etc) but because Radio 
Benelux had already reached these 
countries on 41 metres and because of 
bad propagation conditions, these tests 
stopped in November 1992. 

Also in the second year of this station’s 
history, an English programme was 
introduced and presented by Mr. 
November. Saturday afternoon 
transmissions were stopped and 
competitions were introduced with prizes 
of T-shirts and stickers. A now regular 
feature, ‘Free Radio Spot’ also began in 
’92, in which, a different pirate station is 
highlighted. And then came the 20th 
September - the Star Club Radio raid (a 
special feature is to follow soon here in 
PC!) 


This event silenced the German Free 
Radio scene. Several German pirates 
received threats of a raid and so Radio 
Benelux decided to firstly reduce the 
number of broadcasts for a limited period 
and secondly to reduce programme 
duration to just one hour. Because of this, 
the ’Free Radio Spot 1 and the English 
programmes were scrapped. 

The last major event of 1992 came on 
December 13th. As from this date, it has 
been possible to hear Radio Benelux via 
Intelsat. Every fortnight on Sundays, 
between 1800 -1900, the station can be 
received in superb satellite quality. 

In 1993, Radio Benelux was on air 
about twice a month but still only with one 
hour programmes. Another founder, the 
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hard-rock expert, Mr. Aktiv, left the staticn 
in March. Also, Mr. November has not 
been heard for quite a while meaning that 
at the moment, programmes are 
presented by only Jans Martin. But there 
are hopes that a new DJ can be found 
very soon. 

In autumn, the mailing address was 
changed from the good (?; old Wuppertal 
postbox to the Venlc drop.

Hello everybody and welcome to a brand 
new year! Hopefully you all had a 
wonderful Christmas and an even better 
start in 1994. 

In this issue and my installment you 
have so Jar read the Radio Benelux story 
and still to come is a short look at Crazy 
Wave Radio and an update on Level 48 
(the station featured in the last issue). 

Also there will be a short description about 
two books concerning the US pirate 
scene. 

On the 26th September 1993, Crazy 
Wave Radio (or in German, Welle 
Wahnsinn) grew up somewhat. The first 
iest transmission was made with their own 
transmitter and Chris Ise, station operator, 
told me that 23 reception reports were 
received. 

The transmitter is 30 waits with a half- 
wave dipole antenna cut to 48 metres. 

Mr. Ise hopes that CWR can be heard 
around once a month inside of 48 metres 


or on 6400 kHz. By the way, a nice photo 
QSL showing the transmitter is available. 

Some people are always confused 
when they read the name of Radio 
Wahnsinn. This station has nothing to do 
with CWR and is a totally separate set-up. 
Radio Wahnsinn took a long break after 
being regular in the late 80s (mainly 1939) 
but now they are back. On December 5th, 
a programme of this station was relayed 
by Radio Orang Utan. Within this, the 
station operator had some complaints 
about ihe Wuppertal maildrop. They have 
not received the mail for a broadcast that 
took place in the summer this year and 
Radio Wahnsinn is not the first station 
having such complaints and there surely is 
a trend that more and more stations are 
using the Venio address instead. One 
siation operator told me that the service 
from here is simply better with the quicker 
forwarding of mail. 

On now to a few words about the 
current policy from CLCG, also known as 
Radio Popcorn or Tom’s Music Radio. I 
don’t think it is a good idea to give one 
single station three different names. 
Perhaps they want to gain more mail and 
want to do a good job tor the QSL hunters 
(what a word) but for ihe normal listener it 
is simply confusing. So 1 hope that CLCG 
come back to planei Earth and will only 
use one station name in future. By the 
way, they produce a magazine and I think 
that in one of the next issues of PC, I will 
write a few lines about this one 
In the last few months I have noticed 
that there is a trend that the listeners are 
writing more and more. If you look at the 
figures of letters received by stations, it is 
more than satisfying. Here are a few 
examples: 

International Music Radio - 68 letters for 
their first broadcast 
Francis Drake - ± 30 letters per one 
hour broadcast 

Level 48-±90 letters for a weekend of 
broadcasting

On the other hand, some listeners can get 
disappointed with station response! I 
remember writing to WNKR on February 
14th 1993 and I have still received no 
reply. What do some stations expect when 
they provide such a terrible listener 
service? Of course, WNKR is not the only 
station like this but I selected them 
because they were always complaining 
about the lack of letters. 

And now on to something more 
pleasant. The first issue of ‘InfoFox - Die 
InfoBox' has been published! In general it 
can be said that the information looks a 
little like that which appears in Free Dx but 
Ihere are differences. This is weekly 
whereas InfoFox is monthly. The first 
issue contained logs of the period October 
24th - November 7th and some news. 
Basically, it looks a little bit like the old 
RadioTelex. You can order your sample 
copy from the Venlo maildrop if you 
enclose return postage. The next issue is 
scheduled for publication sometime after 
the festive season. One of the main men 
behind this project is Jonny Walker, the 
force behind Radio Rabbit International. 

On now to the update concerning Level 
48. Firstly, there are two new members in 
the form of Radio Illusion and Crazy Wave 
Radio. Secondly, the satellite 
transmissions were stopped at the end of 
1993 because of the absolutely awful 
listener response. By the way, on the 
Level 48 transmission of June 12th/13th, 
Radio Vanessa did not have the chance to 
air their programmes because the forester 
was at their site and there was no chance 
to switch on the transmitter. 

OK, the last subject today is two books 
from the USA. Firstly, the annual Pirate 
Radio Directory. Have you already heard 
about the Mystic Voice of the Western 
Prairies, Captain Eddy’s Radio Airplane or 
even the Voeddy Murphy? Do you 


believe the Voice of the Very Last Day.still 
exists or that Radio Beaver is run by an 
animal? If so, you have to read the Pirate 
Radio Directory. The first issue was 
published in 1989. From that date it 
became a regular institution in the US 
pirate scene. 

Each issue consists of a complete look 
at all stations that were active during the 
last twelve months within over 100 pages. 
Each station is described with a lot of 
details concerning programme formats 
and so on. The latest issue contains a 
look at every US pirate active during 1992 
which is a must for every Free Radio 
human being! Always written by George 
Zeller, help was given this year by Andrew 
Yoder. 

Anyone still interested to complete his 
log-book from 1992? Perhaps you are 
curious as to what stations have been 
active in North America or whether there 
is still Free Radio in Oceania. The heart 
of this book is the logging section which 
contains information on thousands of 
pirate broadcasts around the world. 

These broadcasts have been sorted into 
separate sections by Andrew Yoder 
(Pirate Pages). This book and the Pirate 
Directory can be directly obtained from:

Technical Talk 

by Dave Martin (WNKR) 

This shortwave transmitter is in three sections; section 1 is a 1 watt exciter, 
section 2 is a 10-15 watt broadband power amplifier, section 3 is the AM 
modulator section and this will appear in a future issue as Part 2. 

Section 1, the exciter is the only part of the circuit that has to be tuned for 
the band to be used. The crystal is chosen for the frequency with the band 
to be used. Cl, L1/L2, L3 and C2/C3 have to be selected to match the 
band in use as does C4. C4 is used to peak the oscillator to the right 
frequency and maximum power into TR2. C4 is the only adjustment and 
construction is detailed in drawings. Important is that the antenna must be 
used with 50 ohm coax, and the SWR should be as low as possible.

RADIO ATLANTIS. However, during the last 
(wo months, operator, Tony Page has been 
heard via RADIO STELLA which has 
unlortunately also temporarily closed down! 
ABILITY though does have EM and satellite 
arrangements and so the station should be 
audible somehow! ADD - 17 Barlborough 
Road, Clowne, Nr. Chesterlield. Derbyshire, 
England, S43 4RA. 

RADIO AMSTERDAM was heard on January 
2nd with a good signal on 6218. Operator, 
Herbie the Fish, was QSOing with WMR instead 
ol presenting programmes on XMAS as he had 
been doing at Christmas. 

ANGEL FM is new on SW and was heard lor 
Ihe first time on December 19th. The old 
F REESOUND transmitter is being used to get 
this station on the air and the signal here is 
quite good but the modulation could be higher. 
Still, it was good to hear ANGEL so busy over 
Ihe Christmas days on 6219. The slalion is 
primarily active on FM but programmes are 
aimed at both local and international audiences 
with announcements in English and German. 
Good to hear you on air at long last! ADD - 65 
Lucknow Slreet, Portsmouth, Hampshire, 
England, P01 1PP. 

RADIO ARMADILLO was heard with a brief 
lest transmission during the festive season and 
various other occasional broadcasts have been 
heard. Reception ol this station is best in 
Central England which could be, as the station 
operator recently pointed out, because of the 
inefficiency of the antenna used. However, we 
always receive good signals and hope to hear 
more of ARMADILLO during ‘94. ADD - 4. 
RADIO ATLANTIS has closed down! Station 
operator, Sid Morris, claims that Ihe station 
maildrop was recently visited by Ihe authorities. 
Rumours suggest that the studio may have 
even been visited but the truth is just a little 
hazy concerning the situation. However, you 
can be sure that ATLANTIS will nol be 
broadcasting in Ihe foreseeable future on either 
SW or FM where the station began its life. The 
transmitter of power 50 walls is being offered 


for sale and anybody interested should call the 
UK telephone number (021) 559 2589. 
BELGIAN INTERNATIONAL RELAY SERVICE 
has adopted a 7 day a week schedule during 
the last two months which will hopelully 
continue lor a long time to come. It makes a 
nice change to be able to wake up on a 
weekday with a SW pirate rather than the boring 
local legal station! During Christmastide, BIRS 
was heard for most of the time with two 
transmitters on the usual outlet ol 6239 and 
additionally on 6300. This latter channel was 
intended to be 7490 bul the crystal did not 
arrive in time to be used although the aerial was 
strung up ready. However, it has now arrived at 
the transmission site and is already in use. 819 
MW may also be used in the future and Irom 
time to lime as at Christmas, the BIRS may be 
relayed onto 90.80 FM via GALAXY which is 
due to make a return in February. The 6300 
outlet that has been used is with a new 
transmitter built by WNKR’s Dave Martin but 
although it is said to bo 50 watts, the 20 
transmitter on 6239 gives significantly better 
signals!

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Scandinavia on air

If you had told me in the beginning of After Starshine it took a little while 
1990 that Scandinavia would become and we had to wait until March '93 until 


big in Free Radio I would have 
probably laughed at you. Today 
though, it is a fact and in this feature I 
will take a closer look at what 
Scandinavia can give us today. 

First out in August 1992 was Radio 
Fusion International with music that 
probably had a very small audience. 
Therefore, a typical station for QSL 
hunters: listen-report-collect. In around 
May ‘93, Fusion “closed down”. Jolly 
Jake might return to the air but if my 
words were law, I think that he should 
change his music format. 

Next out in November was Heavy 
Dude Radio on 6200 kHz. This station 
has found its audience with a very 
crazy crew - crazy enough to produce 
shows that someone will listen to. 
What would HDR be without Mr. Goat? 
Listening to legal radio playing heavy 
rock is unbearable but Mr. Heavy 
Dude, Hawk and Goat make fun out of 
listening. 

In December, the next station 
appeared. It was Starshine Radio with 
music from the golden age of rock and 
roll. Many stations are playing this 
kind of music but Kim Hawk is the only 
one on 76 metres. Starshine was only 
heard once on 41 metres and too 
many people connect this station with 
Fusion and it is for this reason that only 
3 MHz broadcasts now take place. 
Kim has however told me that some 
tests have been made on 48 metres 
but without response. Anyway, this is 
certainly a station that you can tune 
into just for listening. 


the next station joined the 
Scandinavian scene. Firstly, it was 
called Radio Test, a few weeks later, 
Moonlight and a week later, Wave 
Radio International. Waveman has not 
been known as a DJ and music 
deliverer. Normally, he only QSOs, 
perhaps with a little music. WRI has 
even made some “funny'’ tests; one 
was to continue the programme from 
St. Helena with his own just a few 
minutes after the Helena closedown on 
11 MHz. 

Waveman is very interested in 
antennas and can spend a week or two 
building one just for one single 
occasion. He has told me that some 
day real music shows will appear on 
Wave Radio International. 

Next in ‘93 from Scandinavia was 
Channel Europe with mixed music. CE 
has only been relayed, via Fusion, 
SBC and Radio Delta, on 41, 76 and 
48 metres. This station has also found 
its audience. The music is easy to 
identify and if there is nothing else on 
the band, the radio can stay on CE and 
you can sit back, relax and enjoy. 

SBC appeared at the same time as 
Channel Europe and is the 
Scandinavian Broadcasting Corporation. 
No programmes of their own, only one 
test for 15 minutes with Veronica 
music.

On mediumwave during Juiy, Radio 
Camouflage was heard via Pirana on 
1509 kHz. This is a station which I do 
not know much about. It is a joint 
project between some of the SC 
operators. 

Another station with mostly relays 
appeared almost one year after Fusion 
and that is the Swedish Shortwave 
Relay Service. This one has some 
shows of their own but normally, Radio 
Safari are heard when SSRS is on air. 

Radio Safari has, as 1 have heard, a 
very basic studio. This together with a 
lot of Swedish dance music wilt, 
unfortunately, make this station a listen- 
report-collect QSL station. If Safari put 
some feeling into Ns shows, I think he 
would be very popu'ar. 

SSRS is also playing a different style 
of music. Just one in the mass. But 
nevertheless the signal is fair here. The 
operator says it is about 100 watts but I 
think a little less, perhaps around 70 - 
80 but the audio is one of the best 
today. 


have too much information about this 
one except that the audio is very good 
and the operator seems to be a nice 
chap. This might turn up to be a new 
number one from Scandinavia.

A VERY happy new year to you all! 
Two favourite Dutch MW pirates made 
a welcome return to the band in 
November. Zwarte Non who has not 
been in the air for some time is back 
with a new antenna built by the Barones 
and has a much improved signal. Old- 
timer Noordzee also returned around 
the same time and has been heard 
quite often, although he does 
occasionally use other IDs which is a 
little confusing at times. 

The return of these guys has helped 
to make the band a little busier. In fact, 
the weekend of the 4th and 5th of 
December saw 183 metres chock-a- 
block with dozens of pirates in QSO, 
going on into the early hours. 

Mystery pirate Bad Company made 
another appearance on 182 metres 
recently. Also new heard recently 
include: Radio West, Karel Doorman 
(B), The Oude Vrolijke Mijnwerker, Vrije 
Vogel (B), The Boot and the 
Torpedojager. Also new and logged 
recently on 1400 kHz is the Zender 
Harry. He does QSL and any reports 
can be sent to me at the DPRS. 

The surprises continue on 183 
metres. We have had a pirate from 
Lithuania, Radio Tornado, being relayed 
via Radio Delmare (B). Meanwhile, old 
Veronica tapes have been relayed via 
Santana (A) and several pirates have 
been heard playing tapes of other 
pirates! This latter trend sure seems to 
be on the increase of late. 

Another trend which is also evident 
and causing much confusion is the 
practice of new MW pirates choosing 
the name of an already established and 
active pirate, so more and more names 
are being duplicated. 


It is now possible to hear MW pirates 
from Holland virtually 24 hours a day at 
my location. Here in Preston they are 
audible late into the morning and then 
again from around noon! This type of 
reception is only possible in mid-winter. 

Barones has been testing on 1400 
and 1410 and 1440 recently with the 
first of these giving the best reception. 
In fact it was excellent with no 
interference at all! 

Some bad news now concerning 
Radio Tijdbreker. I have just heard 
from Radio Orang Utan who has been 
speaking with the Nooitgedacht that 
Tijdbreker has been busted. No further 
details are available at the present time. 

Unfortunately, we have no 'Spotlight 
186' this time due to one thing and 
another. However, this popular feature 
should hopefully return in March along 
with more of the latest news from the 
Dutch MW pirate scene. 

During 1994, a slightly different 
presentation will be seen as concerns 
the MW logs here in PC. By popular 
demand, times will once again be 
shown and the logger will now also be 
identified.
